(Currently Amended) A method of treating acne or rosacea on the skin, 
said method comprising applying to said skin a device, said device comprising: 

a housing having a skin contacting surface; 

a first conductive electrode which is an anode comprising zinc; 
a second conductive electrode which is a cathode; and 
a carrier; 

wherein said first conductive electrode is in electric communication with said 
second conductive electrode, wherein said first conductive electrode and said second 
conductive electrode arei s in ionic communication with said carrier, aad-wherein said 
carrier is in communication with said skin contacting surface and wherein said device is 
adapted to be affixed to said skin and to deliver electric current from said first conductive 
electrode, through said carrier, through said skin, and through said carrier to said second 
conductive electrode . 

4. (Original) A method of claim 3, wherein said device fiirther comprises a 
power source wherein said power source is in electric communication with said first 
conductive electrode and said second conductive electrode. 

5 . (Original) A method of claim 3, wherein the difference of the standard 
potentials of said first conductive electrode and said second conductive electrode is at 
least 0.5 V and said device does not comprise an additional power source.

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8. (Currently Amended) A method of claim 75, wherein the ratio of the 
distance between the first conductive electrode and the second conductive electrode and 
the distance between the first conductive electrode and the barrier membrane contacting 

surface is at least about 1 . 

9. (Currently Amended) A method of claim 75, wherein the ratio of the 
distance between the first conductive electrode and the second conductive electrode and 
the distance between the first conductive electrode and the barrier membrane contacting 
surface is at least about 5. 

10. (Original) A method of claim 3, wherein said housing is a non- woven 
substrate. 

1 1 . (Original) A method of claim 5, wherein said housing is a non- woven 
substrate. 

12. (Original) A method of claim 3, wherein carrier is added to said device by 
the user prior to application to said skin. 

1 3 . (Original) A method of claim 1 1 , wherein carrier is added to said device 
by the user prior to application to said skin. 

14. (Original) A method of claim 3, wherein said carrier fiirther comprises an 
anti-acne agent.

21 . (Currently Amended) A method of claim -74, wherein said housing is a 
non- woven substrate. 
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22. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 5, wherein carrier is added to 
said device by the user prior to application to said skin. 

23. (Cancelled) 

24. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 10, wherein carrier is added to 
said device by the user prior to application to said skin. 

25 . (Previously Presented) A method of claim 2 1 , wherein carrier is added to 
said device by the user prior to application to said skin. 

26. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 3, wherein said device is affixed 
to said skin. 

27. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 4, wherein said device is aflEixed 
to said skin. 

28. (Previously Presented) A method of claim 5, wherein said device is affixed 
to said skin. 

29. (Currently Amended) A method of claim 611. wherein said device is affixed 
to said skin. 

30. (Currently Amended) A method of claim 713, wherein said device is aflEixed 
to said skin. 

3 1 . (Previously Presented) A method of claim 4, wherein said power source 
produces conventional direct current. 
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
